Personol Income 
%ets A Record 


An economic wag has called the current 
economic state in the United States the most 
prosperous recession in history. 


If there 
were any justification 
for the 
alleged witticism, it was in the fact that total 
personal income had been rising monthly for 


more than a year. 
This was achieved in the 
face of increasing unemployment and declining 


industrial production. But the paradox has come 
to an end. 


The turnabout came in November. From a 
record annual rate of $409.5 billion in October, 


the personal income rate dropped to $409 bd* 
lion in the following month and down to $406.7 
billion in December. 


Nonetheless, for the full year it was 
a 
record 
for 
personal 
income. 
Despite 
the 


November-December drop, this key economic 
indicator in 1960 averaged out at $404 2 billion, 
an increase of nearly 5 4 per cent over 1959 s 
rate of $383 3 billion. 
The December drop is the first real indica* 
tion that the recession has cut into consumer 


purchasing power. But this doesn't prove that 


consumers do not have the money to spend. 
Personal savings, in one form or another, have 


been on the increase. 
AH consumers need is 
a little confidence.

The Statement Of Policy 


In his Inaugural Address, President Kennedy laid 


down his policy. Kennedy said: 


"Let every nation know, whether it wish us well or 


ill, that we shall pay any price, hear any burden, meet 


any hardship, support any friend, oppose any foe to 


assure the survival and success of liberty. 


"This m uch we pledge—and m o re .” 


Then he restated the Monroe Doctrine in his own 


words: 


"To our sister republics south of our border, we 
offer a special pledge—to convert our good words into 
good deeds—in a new alliance for progress—to assist 
L e e men and fret' governments in casting off the chams 
^ 
poverty. But this peaceful revolution of hope cannot 
become the prey of hostile powers 
Let all our neigh­ 
bors know that we shall join with them to oppose 
aggression or subversion anywhere in the Americas. 
And let every other power know that this hemisphere 
intends to rem ain the m aster of its own house ” 


In many respect* this statem ent is as strong, 
if not st roofer than the original Monroe Doctrine. 
In fart. Kenned* issued a threat—clearly a threat— 
to those nations "who would make them selves our 
adversary." 


"Finalis, 
to those nations who would 
make 
them selves our adversary, we otter not a pledge 
hut a request: that both sides begin anew the quest 
for peace, before the dark powers of destruction 
unleashed bv science engulf all humanity In plan­ 
ned or accidental self-destruetion. 


"We d are rwt tempt them with weakness 
For only 
when our a rm s are sufficient beyond doubt can we 
he certain 
beyond doubt that 
they 
will 
never be 
employed.” 


If these statem ents are put together, they become 
a guiding policy, namely, that the United States will 
prepare vigorously for war. if it should come 
that the 
I mted States has no program of appeasem ent but 
does have a program of the defense of liberty and 
territorial independence, for all peoples, particularly 
for those of the Americas. 


The I nited States seeks peace and is willing to 
negotiate for peace, but it will no* negotiate from fear. 
He said: 


"So let us begin anew— rem emliering on both sides 
that civility is not a sign of weakness, and sincerity 
is always subject to proof 
lx?t us never negotiate out 
of fear. But let us never fear to negotiate ” 


Khrushchev understands 
precisely 
what 
all this 
means. 
He will excerpt these paragraphs as they are 
excerpted here, he will tear tho thought out of the 
verbiage and recognize that he is dealing with a tough 
hombre, who does not speak soft or aet soft.

Twelve guests had 
been invited, but there was no 
stove. 
George, 
the 
butler, 
was 
sent out to buy a hot plate. 
Jacqueline 
Bouvier, 
who 
was 
to become 
Mrs. 
Kennedy later 
that September, was one of the 
guests. 
And 
the 
Senator, 
who 
had 
taken 
the 
oath 
only 
two 
weeks before, drove to her home 
to 
pick 
her 
up—something 
he 
seldom did with others. The Ken­ 
nedy sisters were also present, 
still single, and Jackie looked a 
bit horrified when they engaged 
in "Indian wrestling * before din­ 
ner.

Strange Bedfellows 


By John Crosby 


In the beautifully written Inaug­ 
ural Address, the paragraph that 
attracted me most and attracted 
the attention of the editorial writ­ 
ers, too. was this: ‘To those peo­ 
ple in the huts and villages of 
half the globe struggling to break 
the bonds of m ass misery, we 
pledge our best efforts to help 
them help themselves, for what­ 
ever period is required—not be­ 
cause the Comm unists may he 
doing it, not 
because 
we seek 
their votes, but because it is nght. 
If a free society cannot help the 
m any who are poor, it cannot 
save the few who are rich.” 


I t s a noble paragraph. 
It is 
unusual, 
almost 
unprecedented, 
for a politician to appeal to nak*xi 
morality, to urge a position sim­ 
ply because it is right. For one 
thing, it takes great confidence in 
one's rightness. Winston Church­ 
ill was the last politician to speak 
of naked virtue with such confi­ 
dence 
But then Churchill had a 
World War af his back and wars 
spur politicians to giving tongue 
to moral utterance for lack of 
anything else to utter. 
Courage, 
candor, 
a 
sense 
of 
style, and a high nobility—it took 
al! these things to form that p ara­ 
graph. However, it ll take much 
more of all those qualities to fare 
the 
true 
implications 
of 
that 
pledge to help break the bonds of 
mass misery. That is, if that par­ 
agraph was intended to be taken 
seriously 
rather 
than 
simply 
meant as high flown oratory. 
For the rest of the problem of 
m ass misery is mass. 
We can 
open our hearts and open our 
granaries until the hearts are bled 
white and the granaries are emp­ 
ty—and still we shall not even 
begin to approach a solution to 
the 
problem 
of 
m ass 
misery. 
There is only one solution and 
that is population 
control. 
And 
that, 
in 
bluntest 
term s, 
means 
birth control. And that, in blunt­ 
est terms, is modern contracep­ 
tion. the greatest invention of the 
nineteenth century. 
This planet was not designed to 
hold three billion people 
which 
will be its population any minute 
now* without a vast amount of 
m ass misery. It's even less de­ 
signed to hold six billion wh.ch 
will he its population in the year 
2000. Just how m any people will 
the planet hold com fortably0 Ifs 
a moot point Some say fifty bill­ 
ion—but life would resemble ant­ 


hood rather than manhood. The 
fact th at this figure is not m ore 
openly discussed and studied is in 
itself 
a 
shocking dereliction 
of 
public responsibility, 
The most forceful opposition to 
artificial birth control in our half 
of the 
planet 
comes 
from 
the 
R om an Catholic Church. 
Popula­ 
tion explosion is what m ass mis­ 
ery is. and. if President Kennedy 
really is serious about relieving 
it. it m eans a break—on that sub­ 
ject at least—w ith his own church. 
• He differed sharply with some of 
the hierarchy on other issues— 
aid to parochial schools and the 
appointm ent of a m inister to the 
V atican '. But m any are guilty in 
addition 
to the Church 
in 
this 
m atter. The press itself has drag ­ 
ged one foot in covering this— 
either the biggest or the second 
biggest story of our tim e—partly 
because 
of 
clerical 
opposition. 
T hat's not the only reason 
Like 
inflation, the population explosion 
is a tough story to cover, shad­ 
owy and hard to report on a day- 
by-day basis. 
The 
President 
talks 
of 
m ass 
m isery in half the globe, but we'll 
have the same m ass m isery here, 
too. unless unbridled population is 
checked The strangulation of our 
cities which is already well-ad­ 
vanced. the shortages of schools 
and roads and housing, the taking 
out 
of agriculture of a million 
acres of farmland a y ear for the 
private enrichment of real estate 
speculators to build new suburbs 
upon, the growing anguish of the 
suburbanites at traveling farther 
and farther to work. at the diffi­ 
culty of finding a parking place 
when he gets there or a seat on 
the train —what are all these but 
aspects of the population explos­ 
ion?
